CHESTNUT HILL Bill Britt 
kneels on the ground in a wooded 
area, his finger tips bleeding as he 
digs with bare hands through the 
cold dirt. 

It is midday and the large, beard- 
ed man in tattered clothes is doing 
what he enjoys most - caring for 
trees and plant life. It is 20 degrees 
outside and the high winds smack at 
his face. 

Britt is not a professional land- 
scaper or a gardening enthusiast. 


Some people, he admits, think he is 
just ‘a kook.” 

For much of the last 11 years, the 
45-year-old Brookline native has liv- 
ed outdoors on City of Boston-owned 
land in Chestnut Hill 


He lives in what he calls his 
wigwam, located atop a sloping 
parcel of land surrounded by an iron 
picket fence. Inside the fenced area 
- several yards from his wigwam - is 
the Boston-owned Evergreen 
Cemetary located off Com- 
monwealth Avenue 

Flanking Britt’s homme on another 


side is is the Metropolitan District

voir. And across the street - Thor 
More Road - stands the source of his 
long-time complaints — Boston Col- 
lege 

Britt says he thinks the presence 
of B.C, has caused too much conges- 
tion in the area 

“The area can not tolerate the 
traffic and congestion,"’ he says 
“People live around here, Don't we 
have some say into these things 
Are we not just as intelligent, if not 
more so, than B.C. 

Several years ago, Britt was ar- 
rested and incarcerated for 
trespassing on the rese tion. His 
personal belongings were carted 
away on a truck and he never saw 
them again 

Britt lived in an apartment for 
awhile and then on Martha's 
Vineyard Island until last summer, 
when he returned to the MDC land, 
the place he calls ‘home.’

Police 
contract 
stymied

NEWTON More than two 
weeks after off-duty police union 
members staged a city hall picket 
over stalled contract talks, the 
possibility of any future settlement 
between the two sides is still ques- 
tionable. 


Both the city and the union are 
awaiting the opinion of state 
mediators from the Joint Labor 
Management Committee after a 
detailed presentation of each par- 
ti positions was given last week 
in Boston, 


The police union has been without 
a new contract for almost 20 months 
and blames city negotiators for the 
delay because of their insistence on 
a clause that would require injured 
officers to perform small duties if 
their disabilities would allow it. 


But a state statute that allows of- 
ficers injured in the line of duty to 
receive full weekly compensation 
until they’re completely fit to return 
to work has union officials erying 
foul and exchanging heated barbs 
with city management personnel 

specifically Mayor Theodore 
Mann and Police Chief William 
Quinn

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‘Freedom’ for expectant parents

NEWTON Every expectant 
parent carries in his or her mind a 
fantasy of the birth to come: the 
wonderful, perfect delivery 

The scene may be a natural birth 
in a familiar room with family 
gathered around or a crisp, clean 
hospital bed with a neatly scrubbed 
doctor in attendance and medica- 
tion to ease the pain 





Yet each parent is also haunted 
by a nightmare of the unthinkable 
an emergency miles from the 
nearest doctor or just a few hundred 
yards too far from crucial equip- 
ment; a mechanized, factory-style 
delivery in a room full of strangers 
or a doctor who ignores the 
mother's wishes. 

Although people working in the 
field of obstetrics take care to ex- 








pl and expose exaggerated fan- 
tasies and fears, they also recognize 
the legitimate roots of such feelings 
and their importance in parents’ 
delivery decisions. 

And in response, hospitals, clinics 
and home birth advocates across 
the country are considering the con- 
cept of the birth center: an arrange- 
ment that aims at combining the 
comfort, privacy and freedom of 
home birth with the security of a 
hospital facility 

One of the first in the area is the 
Birth Center at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. Opened just over a year 
ago, the new facility is already 
handling almost one-third of all 
deliveries made at the hospital 

“Parents just are very excited 
about it,”’ said Dr. John Yeransian, 
chief of obstetrics at the hospital 
“They ask, ‘You mean, we won't 
need ‘i.v.’s and we can walk around 
and we can kind of be left alone?’”

As Lee Bailey, maternal/child 
health coordinator for the hospital 
and a registered nurse, explained 
it: ‘We all really believe that your 
body tells you what to do and we 
need to listen to it,” 

The center was incorporated into 
a new wing housing the nursery, 
labor and delivery and postpartum 
units 

It contains four birthing rooms: 
two with birthing beds, one with a 
hopital bed and one with a double 
bed where the family can join the 
mother 


The design differences in the birth 
center include decorations that ap- 
proximate a private bedroom, the 
option of low-level light, cabinets 
that hide medical supplies, a televi- 
sion, a private shower, toilet and 
sink and a portable mirror for 
observing birth 

The greatest variance, however, 
is in the freedom allowed the 
parents. 

The mother may walk the halls 
during labor, wear her own clothing 
and choose her own position during 
delivery, keep her baby with her 24 
hours a day if she wishes, and have 
as many friends and relatives as 
she wishes present before, during 
and after the birth 

“We let them labor and go about it 
without doing a whole lot to them,” 
Yeransian explained. 

The same nurse attends to both 
mother and baby, episiotomies and 
other forms of medical intervention 
are avoided as much as possible and 
if both mother and child are in 
stable condition the two may be 
discharged after 12 hours. 

If the mother st for a longer 
period of time, however, she must 
move to the postpartum unit. 

Preparation for birth center 
delivery includes family centered 
childbirth and parenting education 
el and a sibling preparation 
program complete with a tour of the 
facility. 

Although natural birth adherents 
feel a birth center cannot come 
close to approximating home 
delivery unless it is free-standing 
(operated independent of any 
hospital) or is at least housed in a 
separate building, preferably far- 
ther away than across the street, 
parents who have used the Newton- 
Wellesley Birth Center say it 
achieves its goals. 

Robert and Cynthia Hargrove of 
Waltham went to the new facility 
earlier this year after delivering 
their first three children in home 
births, 

“Our oldest child is twelve and we 
went through all the natural 
childbirth stuff,” the new father ex- 
plained. “I think we were a little bit 
more ideologically committed to go- 
ing au natural then and I think now 
we're a little older and warier.”” 

According to Robert Hargrove — 
the couple chose the center because 
they liked the positive environment

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and felt it could provide a home-like 
atmosphere with all of the medical 
and technical advantages of a 
hospital. The two also selected a 
physician instead of a nurse- 
midwife, although all of their 
previous children had been 
delivered by a lay midwife. 

Hargrove said he felt ‘no dif- 
ference’ between the two types of 
births 

“The hospital staff there were 
very sensitive,’’ Hargrove noted. ‘I 
didn’t feel restricted at all. I felt a 
lot of confidence in the staff.” 

Yeransian feels the staff are the 
crucial element in the facility’s suc- 
cess 

"You can’t just build a birthing 
center,’ he noted. “You have to 
have people who go along with it. 
You have to have nurses who 
understand the concept of family- 
centered care and you have to have 
a team approach. 

“If you had physicians or nurses 
or both who weren’t for it, it just 
wouldn’t work,’’ Yeransian 
declared. 

Both Yeransian and Bailey say 
every obstetrician at the hospital is 
now accepting of the new center. 
Those who choose to do so also work 
with nurse-midwives, who must 
have a physician back-up. 

Although some other centers have 
experienced an icy reception from 
physicians, Yeransian feels 
Newton-Wellesley avoided such pro- 
blems because doctors had a chance 
to get a feel for the concept before it 
was put into practice. 

“T think if it was five years ago I'd 
say it would have been a negative 
physician response,’ Yeransian 
postulated. ‘‘But when we began 
talking about it, it was highly 
positive because we had already 
taken some of our old labor rooms 
and used them as birthing rooms. 

“We were also able to take some 
of our experience in the old unit and 
apply it to the new unit,’’ he added. 

In mid-December, the 
Massachusetts Health Council ap- 
proved new regulations permitting 
the operation of free-standing birth 
centers owned by people other than 
doctors and of centers run by 
hospitals in separate buildings on 
hospital grounds. 

According to state Public Health 
Commissioner Bailus Walker, Jr., 
one of the main advantages of such 
centers is that they offer prenatal, 
delivery and postnatal care for a lit- 
tle as 40 percent of the cost of com- 
parable services in a hospital set- 
ting. 

Newton-Wellesley may face stiff 
competition in the future, as costs in 
its birth center are the same as 
those of delivery on the hospital 
units. 

It just may turn out, however, 
that parents are willing to pay that 
extra amount for the security of 
knowing that emergency facilities 
are just a two-second ride down the 
hall.

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Program perks reading interest

NEWTON Every Monday and 
Thursday afternoon, David Patry 
bursts through the door of his fami 
ly’s Newton home with even more 
than his usual 7-year-old  en- 
thusiasm 

He makes a_ beeline for his 
mother, presents her with his latest 
book selection from the Lincoln- 
Eliot School PERK program library 
and requests an immediate reading, 

David's mother, Diane Patry, set- 
tles in that evening for 15-45 minutes 
of “high-quality time” with her son, 
relating the book’s story as he 
follows along, surveying the text 
and pictures 

PERK is the acronym for Parents 
Enjoy Reading with Kids, a new 
program funded by the Boston 
University Consortium and aimed 
at improving the literary skill and 
interest of its kindergarten, first 
and second grade participants. 

Under the project, parents sign a 
contract stating they agree to read 
to their child two times a week one 
book sent home by the school 
Every parent in all three grades 
joined in the effort 

Although PERK has been in 
operation only about two months, 
some parents say they can already 
see a difference in their children’s 
attitudes and abilities 

“It’s interesting to note my son’s 
enthusiasm,’’ Patry said ‘He 
comes home excited: it’s PERK 
day and he wants to sit right down 
and read it (his book) right away.” 

First-grade mother Jackie O'Neil 
said she could ‘‘definitely see an im- 
provement” in her son’s reading 
after only two months of the pro- 
gram. 

And the kids have already 
developed some favorite books. 

“TI like ‘Nobody Stole the Pie,’”’ 
announced first-grader Marisol 
Cruz, ‘‘because they first made it 
and then people started to eat it and 
they said, ‘who stole the pie?’ and 
they didn’t notice and a man said 
the person didn’t steal it, he ate it.’ 

The brainchild of Lincoln-Eliot 
faculty, PERK is only one of many 
projects established over the past 
eight years by grants from the 
Boston University Consortium 

Although the 180 books and one 
family film selected for the pro- 
gram cost only $600, even such 
small sums are hard to come by in 
the financially stifled school budget 
and grant-winners say the system 
has allowed them to greatly expand 
their c! ‘oom creativity. 

Boston University set up the con- 
sortium, which includes seven other 
local public school stems and 
over twenty agencies, in 1977 as a 
means of reciprocating for field 
placement of graduate students 
while at the same time_enriching 
the environment in which those 
students are trained. 

It is funded completely by the 
university’s School of Education 
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and replaces the old system of giv 
ing Boston University course 
vouchers to teachers at institutions 
involved in student training. 

The placement of student 
teachers is actually an advantage 
for Newtor schools 

‘It’s a two-way 
Cameron Larson, principal of 
Lincoln-Eliot. ‘They work very well 
with our kids. In every group there 
are some I wish I could hire.”” 

PERK, like most other Newton 
school projects funded by the con 
sortium, received its money 
through the Newton cluster, which 
is given $10,000-15,000 anually to 
dole out as it sees fit. 

Carolyn Henderson, the Lincoln- 
Eliot English specialist who coor- 
dinates PERK, just received a se- 
cond, small consortium grant to 
purchase giant books for ‘‘choral 
reading” in class — another aspect 
of the school’s language develop- 
ment program, which also includes 
puppet shows, plays, recorded texts 
and foot books read by stepping 
along a rolled-out sheet on the floor 

A small number of programs are 
coordinated between school 
systems or agencies and funded 
directly by the university con 
sortium council on a cross-cluster 
basis 

Seven Newton schools, 
ting the entire Bigelow Junior High 
feeder system, are used for field 
placement and therefore belong to 
the city’s cluster. They are Newton 
North High School, Bigelow, Cabot,

New chairmen 
for committees

NEWTON There will be no substantial changes in the aldermanic 
committee structure in the upcoming legislative term but a reshuffling 
of committee assignments by new Board of Aldermen President Carol 
Ann Shea guarantees some committees will have a new face and focus. 

The aldermanic committees are the work horses of municipal govern 
ment and accomplish the great bulk of legislation before it even comes 
to the full board for a vote. 

The most surprising change to some aldermen came within the 
powerful Public Facilities Committee when the chairmanship switched 
from the hands of the often Ward 4 Alderman-at-Large Richard 
McGrath to those of Ward 5 Alderman Michael Malec, a sociology pro: 
fessor from Boston College who was previously not even a member of 
the committee 

MeGrath, an at-large alderman from Ward 4, had held the public 
facilities chairmanship for the past six years, sometimes earning praise 
for his hard work and perseverence and at other times feeling the wrath 
of fellow aldermen upset with his goading and sarcastic style. McGrath 
will, however, remain as a member of the committee. 

The Land Use Committee, which deals with all licenses relating to 
zoned land and real estate, will be headed up by Ward 8 Alderman-at 
Large Cynthia Creem, who was vice-chairman under retiring Alderman 
Terry Morris and often chaired its meetings in his frequent absences 

Former Finance Committee Chairman Edward Richmond moved to 
an open spot on the Land Use Committee, vacating his Fincom chair in 
favor of Ward 5 Alderman-at-Large Paul Coletti, Coletti, who took a lot 
of heat during the recent revaluation process as chairman a special 
committee overseeing property assessments, will have his hands full 
with the upcoming budget review process and other various fiseal mat 
ters that must come before his committee 

Ward 2 Alderman Elaine Gentile assumed the chairmanship of the 
Public Safety and Transportation Committee after the election defeat of 
former chairman Joseph DePasquale. Gentile was vice chairman under 
DePasquale and is familiar with the many traffic and safety matters 
the committee must deliberate 

Shea also named Ward 7 Alderman-at-Large Verne W. Vance, an al- 
torney for a Boston firm, as the chairman of the Legislation and Rules 
Committee 

Both Ward 8 Alderman-at-Large Robert Tennant and Ward 6 
Alderman-at-Large Rodney Barker retained their respective chair 
manships of the Administration and Planning and Human Services 
Committees 

Individual committee assignments saw most of the freshmen 
aldermen going to the Finance, Administration and Planning, Legisla- 
tion and Rules and Public Safety and Transportation Committees. 

‘With no exceptions in terms of the freshmen aldermen, they in- 
dicated they would do anything,” according to Shea, who as board presi- 
dent selects committee members and chairmen 

“It was a fairly easy process,” Shea said. “Not everyone, but most 
(aldermen) gave mea list of what they wanted.” 

Two special committees, Data Processing and Housing, were 
disbanded and will become permanent subcommittees within the alder- 
manic structure.

It might have been a bit of an overstate- 
ment when the advocates of Matthew Jef- 
ferson’s maintaining the presidency of the 
Board of Aldermen said, recently, that the 
outcome of the Jan. 2 aldermanic vote 
would have repercussions ‘“‘across the na- 
tion.” 


It’s hard to imagine the taxpaying 
citizenry of Elmira, New York, or 


Winesburg, Ohio, caring much about how 
the Newton aldermen decide to organize 
themselves. 

But the beginning of 1984 might be a good 
time to point out the extent to which the 
Garden City is a part of a larger picture, 
one that extends way beyond the city 
limits. 

Of course, the city does swing some 
weight in the county and the state, thanks 
to the diligent efforts of our represen- 
tatives in those arenas. It has also become 
somewhat of a darling of the Boston 
media, garnering television crews at the 
drop of a political hat. 

But 1983 has seen the city in the national 
limelight too. 

Millions of t.v. sets were tuned in last 
week to witness the heroics of Newton’s 
own B.C. Eagles as they did battle in what 
was billed as the most exciting of all the 
dozens of post-season football games. Last 
season’s B.C. basketball team also won the 
attention of fans all over the country, and 
scenes from the Chestnut Hill campus 
flashed into homes and bars all over the 
country. 

The Boston Marathon, much of which is 
run through the streets of the Garden City, 
has done its share to bring national pro- 
minence to the city. When Mayor Mann 
pointed out his office window and told a 
crowd of Japanese visitors that ‘‘Heart- 
break Hill,’’ the acid test of the 26-mile 
marathon, began at the corner of Walnut 
Street and Commonwealth Avenue, 
recognition dawned on the visitors’ faces 
as they finally realized where they were. 

International headlines described the 
death of Benigno Aquino, who left his 
Chestnut Hill home to become a martyr for 
democracy in his strife-torn homeland, the 
Phillipines. 

A prominent weekly newsmagazine led 
off a national cover story on creative solu- 
tions to growing municipal financial pro- 
blems with Newton’s move to a private 
trash contractor. 

A national newspaper announced, on its 
front page, that Newton is one of only 20 
municipalities nationwide which still enjoy 
arating of AAA in the bond market. 


Newton residents, leaders in business 
and education, continued to be recognized 
and named to head up the board’s of 
various organizations. 


Newton South High School finished in the 
top fifteen schools in the country, giving 
the city’s School Department a national 
nod of approval it did not get locally during 
last spring’s budget deliberations. 

City officials would do well to recognize 
the ‘‘lighthouse”’ nature of the community 
they live in. The world does not end at the 
city limits. 

Parochialism in decision-making will 
have to be balanced with the knowlege that 
“the whole world is watching’ if the 
Garden City is to bloom to its fullest in the 
coming year.

Stately ups and downs

The big events of 1983 on Beacon Hill were the 
reincarnation of Mike Dukakis and the 
destabilization of Tom McGee, both impacted by 
coalitions. 

Mike Dukakis did any number of good things 
during his first term except campaign for re- 
election. He let his good works shine under a 
bushel, so Ed King could put together a coalition 
of enough hardliners to unseat him. 

The second time around, Dukakis II took ab- 
solutely nothing for granted. He put together his 
own coalition, of special interest groups and left- 
of-center constituencies, promising them a com- 
fortable seat at the Round Table. It was heady 
stuff— and he gained back the Governorship. 

Dukakis is now paying close heed to these con- 
stituencies, juggling his IOUs to them. Coalition- 
tending has become a fine art form, fascinating 
to behold. 

The latest demonstration came last week. 
Dukakis threw his considerable non-support 
behind legislative proposals to modify teachers’ 
tenure among other important educational 
reforms. 

Now, the Massachusetts Teachers Association, 
the most powerful lobby on Beacon Hill, happens 
also to be the mainstay of Dukakis’ coalition. The 
Governor is obviously not about to endorse 
anything smacking of ater efficiency and pro- 
ductivity from teacher 

As for Tom McGee, Spe 
for eight long years, he’s running into the 
challenge of his life. It has plunged him into 
moody and sometimes erratic behavior. He 
could lose his job to a coalition somewhat the 
way Dukakis gained his because of one. 

The fact is that a band of frustrated 
legislators, bridling at the subservience demand- 
ed of them by McGee's style of leadership, final- 
ly got fed up and decided to assert themselves. 
They were emboldened by a citizens’ coalition

Traditionally, one gets along in the House by 
going along.

As various job opportunities for himself fell 
through, McGee got cold feet about retiring and

If you run again, said Keverian, I'll 
oppose you. That did it for McGee; he had no 
choice but to humble his second-in-command by 





stripping Keverian of his leadership post (and

It is not as if McGee had not been warned.

The initiative petition of the Citizens’ Coalition 
for Rules Reform was recently rejected by the 
Supreme Judicial Court as beyond the scope of a 
popular referendum. Rules are constitutionally 
to be adopted by the legislature, it held, not im- 
posed by the public through laws.

Not all can leave 
state institutions

he faction that believes deinstitu- 

tionalization can go too far voiced its opi- 

nion loud and clear last week at the 
Statehouse literally in the face of the man it 
held responsible for decreasing the populations in 
state facilities for the retarded 

The argument is complex and seems strange 
when given only 'y examination. 

A group of parents of retarded children unlike- 
ly ever to function independently marched into 
the office of Senate Ways and Means Chairman 
Chester Atkins, D-Concord, Tuesday demanding 
not a penny be spent on community residences 
for the retarded until a 6-year-old federal court 
consent decree mandating the repair of five state 
facilities was obeyed. 

















There are people who simply 
cannot harmoniously or- 
chestrate the intricacies life 
many take for granted. 





The parents were desperate because they 
feared their mentally impaired sons and 
daughters would be thrust into a hostile world un- 
prepared to administer the necessary close atten- 
tion. 

One woman in the crowd jammed into Atkins’ 
office Tuesday told of how she faced court action 
because she asked that her deinstitutionalized 
retarded child be returned to a state school where 
constant if not exemplary — care would be 
given. 

She said she had to fend off accusations she was 
an over-protective parent unwilling to cope with 
her child’s affliction, 





Other parents told of how programs at some of 
the state schools had begun to improve yet were 
far from ideal, 

The point is those state schools — which spark- 
ed the outrage of U.S, District Court Judge 
Joseph Tauro after a tour in the late 1970s — were 
constructed for a reason, There are people who 
simply cannot harmoniously orchestrate the in- 
tricacies life many take for granted. 

While deinstitutionalization is what many state

A union press release distributed during the in- 
formational picketing session indicated police of- 
ficers believe it would be “‘crazy"’ to surrender 
rights guaranteed under state law ‘‘by agreeing 
to something less than them in a collective 
bargaining contract.”

According to Magni, a number of other items 
in addition to a light-duty clause are still on the 
table and have only been agreed to in principle, 
including questions surrounding maternity leave 
for female officers, clothing allowances and the 
40-hour week.

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No reasonto stew

Anything that warms the senses during this dank and 
dreary season is welcomed with mitten-cloaked arms in 
this corner of the globe, Electric blankets, down slip: 
pers, cocoa and savory stews are all sensory comforts 

that at least make winter bearable. 
There's something about a pot full of meat and 
vegetables simmering on the stove is somehow soothing 


to those sun-lovers who don’t get excited by the sight of 
snow 
Stew indeed warming, are chock full of other 


benefits. They're economical. Cheaper cuts of meat can 
and should be used as the meat tantalizingly tenderizes 
lowly cooks. 

Stews are seasonal. Ingredients native to certain 
times of year work well in them though options rein as a 
stew can literally be thrown together with whatever is 
on hand 

Ragouts, (a fancy chef's word for stews) coming 
from the french word ragouter, to revive the appetite, 
are open to improvisation which makes for good fun in 
the kitchen. A dash of this and a pinch of that liven the 
stew pot 

Though the initial preparation surrounding stews is 
time-consuming, lots of chopping and slicing, the dishes 
can then be left to fend for themselves over low heat 

Many stew recipes can be prepared then left to sim- 
mer on the stove or in a crock-pot, leaving the cook time 
to pursue other interests like reading a novel in front of 
a warm fire. 

Though stews are considered a heavy meal they can 
be altered to light by utilizing less heavy foods, i.e. veal 
instead of beef. Serve some warm French bread with a 
favorite ragout and a complete and nutritionally sound 
meal is ready for the table. One of the most wonderful 
things abouts stew is that like wine, it gets better with 
age. Stews, like spaghetti sauces, inevitably are better 
made in advance and then reheated, 

A stew can be fancy or plain but it’s al filling and 
should delight guests, family and the cook. The finished 
product long simmered and therefore richly flavored 
will warm the belly and the heart

A writer of poems and children's stories, Britt settled in the wooded 
Chestnut Hill reservation 11 years ago, during what he describes as a 

transition in my life 

Britt, who stands more than six feet tall, with a hefty build and a silver- 
gray beard, will not elaborate further on what brought him to the land, ex 
cept to describe his deep love of nature and a yearning to protect plant and 
wildlife 

He gazes at a young spruce tree growing from a crevice under a rock 
Then Britt lovingly pats an aged oak tree, He turns around and gestures to 
a dozen young pine trees several yards away. Britt planted the trees, now 
only two-feet-high, several years ago 

Nature," he says, ‘‘has a way of taking care of everything.” 

Trees surround Britt's wigwam, a tent-like structure comprised of 
blankets, sheets and shower curtains, He found the shower curtains in a 
trash bin 

What you want to do is trap the air,” says Britt, pointing to the plastic 
curtains covering his custom-made wigwam., Inside the wigwam, he sur- 
vived the blizzard of ‘78. 

Britt says he also survives by finding food 

People bring you a beer, but not the things you need,” he 
receive no funds from any group.’ 

L used to have a fire all the time up here,’’ he said. Now, he occasionally 
lights a small fire to cook a piece of meat. The food 
always the most palatable 

Finding food to eat was easier when he lived on Martha’s Vineyard. He 
would dig for clams and also enjoyed oysters and scallops 

The large-bellied man admits that he survives with food, clothing and 
materials discarded by society, However, he says he wants to be more self- 
sufficient by selling his writing. He ean not, however, record his poems 
now because a serious eye condition has left him legally blind 

I just want my poems recorded. I'd like everyone to enjoy my poems,” 
he says. 

Born and raised in Brookline, he attended Brookline public schools: 
Describing himself as “‘self-educated,”’ Britt adds that he holds no college 
degrees. Reading is impossible now but a transistor radio keeps him in- 
formed of current events 

He can see images around him - some of which make him sad. He points 
to an old bathtub that lay on the ground and in an angry voice chastizes The 
City of Boston and MDC for “using this place as a dump.” 

Trees are cut down regularly, he claims. Some 35 trees have been remov- 
ed from the area since the spring, he says. 

“No one sees these things. They do these things insidiously,’’ Britt con- 
tinues. 

He thinks trees are cut down in preparation for further development 

“This would be a nice place for condominiums, right?,’’ he says sar- 
castically. 

He hopes that further development of the land around B.C. is halted until 
an environmental impact study is done. B.C. officials say they plan more 
developments in the area. The state Legislature recently passed a bill 
authorizing the sale of 17,000 square feet of MDC land. B.C. officials hope to 
purchase that land to build additional parking. 

He realizes that that “B.C. is going big time with its sports.’’ Many B.C. 
home games must be played at larger sports arena because “their stadium 
is obsolete," he says.

Britt operated a trucking company and owned a ‘scientific enterprise 
business’ before setting up housekeeping on the Chestnut Hill land. 

“The crazies’’ sometimes ha him, the threat of being arrested re- 
mains and his failed eyesight makes it incr ingly difficult to survive. 
And given his an, about what he terms mismanagement of the land and 
the congestion caused by B.C., one might wonder why Britt remains. 

To a true back-to-nature enthusiast, Martha’s Vineyard or a hundred 
other places would seem preferable to the small MDC reservation, Yet 
Britt has no plans for relocating to Florida, the Midwest or back to the 
Island. He remains because “‘this is my home.”’

NEWTON A great fourth- 
quarter comeback, sparked by 
sehior captain Chris Streidter, 
powered Newton North passed 
crosstown rival Newton South to 
give the Tigers the championship in 
the Newton North Holiday Tourna- 
ment Friday night 53-49 

With their backs to the wall, down 
by as many as 20 points in the third 
quarter, the Tigers refused to give 
up. The strong effort of Streidter,

It's getting to be a bad habit and 
we've got to play better when we have 
the lead,”’ Crowley said. ‘‘There’s really 
no obvious explanation for it. In each 
case, we've done different things wrong 
It hasn’t been the same thing happening 
every night. We have to shut the door on 
these teams."’ 

Newton North was in total control in 
the first period.

NEWTON The number of 
businesses and the rate of private 
ector employment in the city have 
both increased significantly over 
the last three years, especially 
when compared to overall state 
growth, according to figures releas- 
ed by the city last week 

City planning data and 
Massachusetts Department of 
Employ Security figures show 
a healthy rate of economic growth 





for the Garden City from 1979 to 
1982 
In that time, the number of 


private business firms in the city 
jumped from 2,518 to 2,712, a growth 
of 7.7 percent, which is significantly 
igher that the state’s overall 
growth rate of only .4 percent for 
the same period 

Private sector employment in the 
city for the same three year period 
increased 12.7 percent from 36,290 
jobs in 1979 to 38,603 in 1982 with a 
total of 6,313 new jobs being 
created. 

Statewide, the employment rate 
for the same period only increased 
3.3 percent 

The business and employment 
figures covered eight ‘ 
profit’’ cateogries, 
agricultural, 





constru 


retail, finance and service-related 
industries, but excluding non-profit 
and institutional firms. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said of the 
city’s economic report card, 

Firms coatinue to view Newton as 
an attractive place to locate their 
businesses, City services are still 
top-notch and the highly rated 
police and fire departments are cer 
tainly important factos in locating 
in our community.” 


According to Mann, the city 
government’s ‘good working rela 
tionships with businesses in 
Newton" and its close workings 
with the Chamber of Commerce are 
other reasons for the city’s solid 
economy 

The city's biggest growth since 
1979 came in service industries, like 


automobile repair shops 
restaurants, etc., which made up 
1.3 percent of the firms and 35.9 
percent of the jobs in the city in 


1979. 

‘The number of service firms in 
creased 17,5 percent during the 
three year period, increasing from 
982 busir es to 1,154, and provided 
21.5 percent more jobs, employing 





firms increased 2

Interestingly, another big 
employment increase for the city 
came from an industry whose 
presence here is declining 

In 1979, there were 214 mining and 
construction firms in the city which

Another reason planners gave for 
the healthy economic picture is 
because the city is part of a general 
ly healthy metropolitan area. While 
the vacancy rate for office space is 
low in downtown Boston, the

The biggest element contributing 
to the city’s economic upswing is 
the transportation factor which 
allows industries to move their pro- 
ducts to the marketplace at low 
costs. 

The city's prime location on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike and Route 
9 between the Boston market and its 
shipping facilities, and the high

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School funding 
outlook gloomy

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann has asked 
the School Committee to prepare a $40,371,937 
budget for the upcoming fiscal year 

That amount assumes taxation at the max 
imum rate allowed under Proposition 2'» and 
according to School Department figures, 
represents an increase of only about $400,000 
over the current budget 

The mayor's directive is not an assurance that 
he will raise taxes the full 2*2 percent this year, 
however 

Mann also asked the committee to prepare a 
second budget plan assuming no tax increase 
That cap would be $39,234,735, $700,000 
below the fiscal year 1984 budget 

The latter request was made ‘to demonstrate 
the consequences of not increasing the property 
tax levy,’ Mann asserted

He directed the School Committee to indicate 

how such a reduced level of funding would be 
implemented and what specific educational con- 
sequences would result.”’ 


The decrease in funding in the event of a zero 
tax increase would be caused by rising “fixed” 


city costs, such as pensions and state amd county 
assessments 

The mayor also called for a budget format that 
would allow for early additional net re-venues to 
be recognized and put to use quickly 

Superintendent of Schools John Straned said his 
Sense, gleaned from a letter sent by the mayor to 
the committee and conversations with sanembers 
of Mann’s staff, was that ‘there is a veery strong 
likelihood he (Mann) will levy to the limit.” 

The city is facing “very serious finamcial pro- 
blems anyway,’’ Strand noted, ‘‘and if you don't 
(tax the full amount) it just compounds them 

Earlier this fall the School Committee asked 
me to increase the fiscal year '85 tax le-vy by the 
maximuin amount allowable by law, i.e=,, 2* per- 
cent,’’ Mann wrote in his letter to the ceommittee 
members. ‘While I have great relucta nce to in 
creasing the burden on our taxpayers, never 
theless I must balance that option agzainst the 
negative impact on services that protoably will 
result if the additional tax revenues are not 
available.”

New trash wage

NEWTON The private contractor charged 
with hauling city trash is near agreement with a 
local sanitation union on a new employee con- 
tract, shortcircuiting accusations by some 
aldermen that they were in violation of their 
agreement with the city. 

According to Vincent Miller, president of 
Teamsters’ Local , Service Container 
Associates (SCA) has agreed in preliminary con- 
tract negotiations to pay wages ‘“‘in excess” of 
standard statutory rates. 

“It should come out to over $13 an hour in- 
cluding the benefits,” Miller said 

SCA was the subject of a grueling aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee meeting last month 
when company representatives were grilled by 
city lawmakers over accusations by former 
employees who claimed they were paid substan- 
tially less than the prevailing hourly wage for the 
Greater Boston area 

The state Division of Labor and Industries 
established a prevailing hourly wage of $11.85. 
The former employees claimed they were being 
paid $6 to $4 less than that average wage. 

“The whole thing was blown out of propor- 
tion ccording to Jim Gaines, SCA marketing 
manager. 

The entire SCA episode, which saw some 
aldermen exchanging heated barbs with com- 
y representatives, bewildered union chief. 
‘Some politicians out there are trying to embar- 
rass other politicians,” he said.

Our no win 
situation 


Are we going to war or aren’t we? 

The sorry state of the U.S. peacekeeping 
force in Lebanon is just that-—sorry. 
Reports out of the war-torn nation tell how 
American fighters were shot down by 
Syrian anti-aircraft fire, how an American 
pilot was captured and another killed, how 
eight U.S. Marines were killed in artillery 
fire aimed at their Beirut enclave. 


It sounds tragically like Vietnam, when 
downed aircraft, captured pilots and body 
counts were updated daily. Even Jesse 
Jackson’s recent coup, which resulted in 
the release of an American airman from 
Syria, harkens back to the days, in the late 
sixties, when political activists like 
Newton’s own Howard Zinn went to North 
Vietnam to escort captured airmen back 
home. 





The events in Lebanon are not likely to 
make the Reagan administration take a 
fresh look at what it’s trying to do over 
there. The deaths of 239 Americans in Oc- 
tober’s terrorist bombing at the Beirut air- 
port couldn’t do it, so why should a handful 
more of names on a list of statistics? 


At the time of October’s bombing, we 
listened intently to President Reagan ex- 
plain why the Marines would not be 
brought home, and we reluctantly conclud- 
ed that he should be given the benefit of the 
doubt and the Marines should be kept 
there- ‘‘but take care of them this time” 
we said. 





It might be a narrow conclusion that he 
is not taking care of them, but it is a con- 
clusion that grows more obvious with each 
addition to the casualty list. 


But as tragic as it is for the families of 
dead Americans, it is more tragic and a 
very real danger that the American 
presence in Lebanon might lead to a larger 
confrontation with any of several potential 
enemies in that part of the world, including 
the Soviet Union, which has 7,000 soldiers 
of its own helping the Syrians. 


The U.S. presence in Lebanon is serving 
as a magnet, drawing enemy and terrorist 
attacks just by our presence there. It 
doesn’t matter that we are not aggressors, 
that our stated mission is to prevent such 
atrocities as happened a year ago at a 
refugee camp, when hundreds of innocent 
civilians were murdered. 


It only matters that we are there. 


And because we are there, our soldiers 
and airmen are targets for anyone who 
wants to fire at them. And they are dying 
because of it. And we are re taliating. And 
more planes are being shot down. And we 
are retaliating some more. 


Such a vicious spiral can lead only one 
place: war. 


The history of the Mideast is unending 
strife. If we are fortunate enough, through 
diplomatic channels, to have an influence 
on lessening or containing that strife, our 
peacekeepingjob will have been done. We 
need to pursue such remedies. We needn't 
do it with our blood, 


It is time for the United States to an- 
nounce that it is ending our military 
presence in the Mideast. It is time to bring 
our boys back home,

The Marines 
are not doing anything but trying to pro- 
tect themselves,” according to Frank, 
who has consistently opposed the 
Marines’ stay in Lebanon. 

While he could not say whether the 
Senate would support a_ troop 
withdrawl, he did outline the House's 
feasible options. 

Both a House resolution calling for 
troop withdrawl to ships several miles 
off the Lebanon coast and a vote to res- 
cind the 18 month maximum stay of the 
Marines are possibilities, he said. 

An off-shore presence of American 
naval and air power would “play. a 
deterrent role,’ thereby fulfilling the 
Lebanese government’s wish to stop 
Syrian aggression and belligerence, he 
added.

Mann urges decisions

NEWTON — The message Mayor 
Theodore Mann has relayed to 
citizens from every side of the new

It's time to either fish or cut 
bait, It (the present main library) 
can't stay the way it is. We have to 
make a decision, it's not going to be 
an easy one, but it has to be made,’ 
he told the group of about 25 people 
gathered in his office 

The meeting, which Mann called

*The mayor’s office and Board of

Before going into the options open to property 
ywners, Rogers, a technical writer living here 
nce 1970, took time out to admonish the assess- 
ng department 
Here we have citizens stating in the 
newspaper that they have no idea how they are 
oing to pay their taxes for a variety of reasons, 
ind there’s been no effort on the part of the 
assessing department or the mayor's office to 
respond to their concerns,”’ he said 

From a thick notebook, Rogers pulled a letter 

ent to the assessing department during the 1982 
revaluation crisis from Jane H. Malme, state 
chief of the bureau of local assessment 

It read, ‘‘It is, of course, important to build and 
maintain public trust and confidence in your 
assessment administration system. This 
accomplished by keeping taxpayer's abr 
the legal requirements regarding assessments 
and of the assessor's responsiblities 

Despite the reorganization that occurred in the 
department after the 1982 revaluation, Rogers 
said, ‘*That kind of confidence and trust is not be- 
ing engendered if the assessors office and the 
mayor’s office are not responding to the con- 
cerns of citizens.”" 

‘I think there's a definite lack of communica- 
tion. They are not building trust and confidence 
by failing to outline the options available,” he ad- 
ded. 

“Some taxpaying options don’t typically occur 
to the elderly or those not used to dealing with 
those kind of financial resources,"’ according to 
“ogers. 

One option, he said, can be the Cousen’s Fund, 
which was established here to assist people in 
need and has mainly been used to aid families in 
emergencies like homes being destroyed by fire. 











age from the elderly to a woman in her 30's who 
was awarded a 100 percent exemption. 

Clause 18’’ also allows ‘‘a escape hatch” for 
people who are unable to pay their property 
taxes for proven reasons of poverty, infirmity or 
age 

Another example of hardship, Rogers said, can 
be a young divorcee with children who is having 
trouble getting alimony payments and a job and 
is faced with the no-win option of either selling 
her home or moving, 

Under clause 41 of the local tax laws, elderly 
residents over 65 years of age, who can doc 
ment their inability to meet their tax burden, can 
have tax payments on their property deferred 
until a later date or until the property is sold, ac- 
cording to Rogers 

There are also special deferments available 
for widows, residents over 70 and war veterans, 
he said 

Residents can exercise their legal rights under 
both these clauses by going to the assessing 
department and negotiating, based on their 
financial resources, an arrangment that allows 
them to pay an amount either less than their 
assessment or nothing at all 

Of course, residents must document their in 
ability to pay property taxes, he said, adding 
that it is up to the assessor to judge how much of 
a deferment can be awarded.

Newton's Planning and Development Board, as the city-wide citizens advisory board to the Mayor for the 
rally funded Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) Program, is sponsoring a public hearing 
on 24 January 1984, The purpose of the hearing is to provide an opportunity for residents of Newton to 
comment on the projects proposed for funding under the CDBG Program for Fiscal Year 1985 (July 1984 
June 1985), the third year of the FY83-85 Three Year Plan, and to comment on the City’s performance in 
carrying out the CDBG Program, Following consideration of citizen comments and suggestions which 
result from the Public Hearing, the Planning and Development Board will submit the proposed FY85 Plan 
to the Mayor for his consideration and approval. Finally, the Mayors’ approved FY85 Plan will be submit 
ted to the Board of Aldermen for authorization of submission to the U.S, Department of Housing and Ur 
ban Development (HUD). 
New CDBG funds anticipated to be available for the FY85 Program will be $2,066,000, In addition, the 
Newton Housing Rehabilitation Loan Program is expected to provide program Income during FY85, of

cludes a wide variety of activities, These include such things as provision of or improvements to public

NEWTON ~— A city ordinance requiring smoke 
detectors in every Garden City home has fire 
department personnel gearing up for enforce- 
ment of the new law before it goes into effect 
later this year 

Apartment buildings, hotels and dormitories 
will be the first dwellings targeted for a com- 
pliance check to determine whether early war 
ing signals have been installed, according to Fire 
Lt. John Pescosolido. 

The new law, passed last November by a 
unanimous vote of the Board of Aldermen, calls 
for one smoke detector to be placed on every 
floor of all residences and applies to any size 
dwelling. The ordinance goes into effect one year 
after its passage or upon the issuance of o¢ 
cupancy permits 
s far as the general public is concerned, we 
listing of multiple family dwellings 

















, apartment buildings, dormitories) and 
they will be our primary target ‘according 
to Pescosolido, ‘Those we're going 
after first.” 

Those not complying with the law will be 
issued a written notice and, if the situation is not 
corrected after 10 days, can be slapped with a $50 
fine for each detectorless room every day the 
violation persists 

I believe we have a good indication of over 75 
percent compliance in single family homes,"

People come to us for certification of com- 
pliance with state laws and we get in there and 
are looking primarily for a smoke detector on 
each level,’ Pescosolido said. ‘But we're pretty 
well set with single homes in the city.’” 

Fire personnel will also conduct in-service 
home inspections in city neighborhoods to check 
compliance with the detector ordinance. ‘With 
in-service, we notify the neighborhood with 
flyers and then later make the rounds door-to:

rly 28,000 census forms were sent to each 
registered household in Newton last week by 

Alan Licarie, executive secretary of the Election 
Comm on. 

Licarie said last Tuesday that citizen response 
to the census mailing is very good so far. 

“About 2,500 to 3,000 forms have been sent 
back to us already,” he said. 

According to Li , the main prupose of the 
forms is “to review or update any additions or 
deletions to the family as well as to record the 
current address of the household. 

“The forms are sent to the people we have 
registered living at that address or to the current 
occupant. We are asking that if there are people 
residing at an address who have moved there 
from within the city that they use the form to say 
where they moved from,”’ he said. 

Beside the general residential and family size 
information which is required by state law, the 
forms also include two sections which give 



















residents the opportunity to rate city per- 
formance in several areas. 
Citizens well be able to give “good,” ‘‘fair,”’ 


“poor” or ‘don’t know” ratings for specific 
categories under headings like “protection,” 
“planning and development," ‘‘education,”’ 
‘physical plant,” “health and social services”’ 
and ‘recreation.’

Preventing home fires 


January and February are bad months for 
home fires, largely because winter cold leads to 
the use of alternate heating 

Rising energy costs in recent years have 
iramatically increased the sale and use of alter- 
nate heating devices in the United States, with a 
corresponding growth in numbers of heating- 
related fires, says Kevin Marton, director of fire 
safety education for The Hartford 
Group 

Over 4,900 of the more than 6,000 civilians who 
jied in fires in the United States in 1982 were vic 
tims of residential fires 

Marton said these figures could have been 
reduced considerably if more people had been 
aware of potential fire hazards and were 
prepared to react properly during emergencies. 

He said adults should learn safety tips his com- 
pany teaches youngsters through its Junior Fire 
Marshal program. For example

Whatever your home heating method, you 
should be prepared for fire emergencies, and 
every family member should know how to 


behave in case of fire 


Don't try to fight a major fire yourself, One 
large cause of deaths and destruction of property 
is delay in evacuating the house and calling for 
professional help 

Make sure your family knows how to get out 
of the house quickly. Sit down with each family 
member and plan an escape route from every 
room, At least two exits to the outside should be 
planned for each room especially bedrooms. 
Emphasize that exiting should be rapid, almost a 
reflex action, since seconds often count 


Have a preselected meeting place outdoors 
safely away from the house, for everyone to get 
together 

Make certain all family members know the 
appropriate emergency phone numbe Ar 
range with neighbors to call for help if either of 
you sees the other in trouble 





Emphasize to family members that they 
must stay out of the house once they've left it 
Many people have died returning to a burning 
building for a small keepsake. 


While you are calm and can think about it 


practice the escape plan so it becomes second 
nature 

If you are caught ina burning home, feel the 
door for heat before trying to open it. If the door 
panel or knob feels warm, do not open the door 

In a smoke-filled room, drop to the floor and 
crawl under the smoke. Fatalities often occur 


from smoke inhalation instead if the fire itself. 


Smoke detectors should be in all critical 
locations — one for each level of your home and 
if the bedrooms are not grouped together, a

Periodically check each smoke detector as 
recommended by the manufacturer to make cer 
tain it is operating properly

NEWTON — From the road, the 
Transfiguration Greek Orthodox Church 
appears bathed in a mysterious island of 
bright sunlight. Its golden, sand-colored 
walls seem to rise up from the earth of 
Greece itself, glowing with the spirit of that 
ancient soil. 

And as Newton South art teacher Robert 
Andrews unlocks the heavy doors and 
leads his visitor inside, the walls seem to 
lift away into the heavens, carried by the 
bold images of angels, the saints, Christ 
and the Virgin Mary that cover the walls 
and ceiling in bright mosaic patterns. 

Christ the Pantocrator gazes down from 
a vault in the ceiling’s center, while The 
Mother of the Universe and Child rise 
behind the altar, soaring above the six 
saints, hierarchs of the church, that make 
up the icon screen. 

Stepping into the church is like stepping 
back in time. A smile comes across the 
face of the curly-haired Greek as he slips 
into the sanctuary and flips on the lights to 
illuminate his work. 

Andrews has spent 20 years in this 
Lowell church, designing and installing 
iconographic mosaics in the bold, abstract 
Byzantine style of a thousand years ago,

NEWTON — One year after its in- 
ception, the local effects of the 
“Bottle Law"’ here can be likened to 
a sword that cuts both ways, 
creating an annoyance for many 
consumers, but, at the same time,

“Teons are images, not pictures,”’ he ex- 
plained. ‘‘They provide a window into that 
realm (of the spiritual )."’ 

Icons are also central to the Greek Or- 
thodox religion. They go hand in hand with 
the liturgy and are often referred to by 
worshippers. 

In typical Byzantine churches, the works 
cover every inch of the interior, becoming 
an integral part of, rather than covering, 
the architecture of the building — a pro- 
digious undertaking that as yet no Greek 
Orthodox church in the country has com- 
pleted. 

Andrews has gained a national reputa- 
tion for his work, with pieces in over 20 
other Greek Orthodox churches in the U.S. 
And he has just been commissioned to 
redesign the entire vestibule of St. Sophia's 
Greek Orthodox Church in London. 

“You wonder where it (the artistic im- 
pulse) comes from,"’ he confided. ‘I 
believe in God, of course, and I think many 
things come from there, but I also wonder, 
‘Where does this emanate from in the past 
that it ended up with me?’ 

At 58, Andrews looks a young 45, his 
quick smile and light step seeming to spr- 
ing from the same eternal well that fuels 
his artistic ability.

Peer pressure among teenagers does 
not always lead to cutting classes, 
smoking cigarettes, and experimenting 
with drugs. 

Two Newton women have devised a 
business that works peer pressure to 
their advantage — and to the benefit of

The fact that teenagers often get 
along better with their peers than adults 
is the basis of “Unique Learning Ex 
periences,”’ a tutoring service that mat- 
ches students of all ages with college 
and graduate students who serve as 
tutors and role models.

Schmidt new 
commissioner

CAMBRIDGE William H. Schmidt, of 
Newton, has been elected chairman of the Mid- 
dlesex County Commission on a unanimous vote. 

Schmidt was supported by Commissioners 
Michael McLaughlin and outgoing chairman 
Thomas Larkin 

The occasion was marked by McLaughlin's 
verbal attack on Larkin whom he claimed had 
linked his politics to former Middlesex County 
Commissioner John Danehy. McLaughlin said 
he hoped his vote for Schmidt would enable the 
commission to ‘“‘rid itself of the two decades of 
John Danehy rule.” 

Larkin was elected chairman for the first time 
three years ago with Danehy’s support while 
McLaughlin had voted against Larkin. Last year 





however Larkin unanimously was elected chair- 
man. 
Larkin reportedly denied McLaughlin's 


charges and also denied McLaughlin’s claim 
that he agreed to protect Danehy’s supporters 
who were holding county jobs. Larkin called the 
charges “ridiculous.” 

Schmidt was elected on a reform ticket in 
November, 1982. ter Danehy withdrew from 
the election. He assumed office last January. 








Larkin and McLaughlin are both seeking re- 
election this year.

NEWTON If the main library were 
fire, would the city put it out or just let it 
burn? 

The question is not as facetious as it might 
seem. The present, dilapidated main library 
at Newton Corner is turning to rubble at a rate 
only a bit slower than it would if it were burn 
ing 

The wear and tear of more than 113 years 
has made a decrepit hulk of the once spendid 
structure. It has become a mish mash of pat- 
ches and repair jobs that threatens, at any 
moment, to create a real catastrophe. 

The plumbing is shot. There is a leaking 
pipe in the men’s room that looks like it has 
been broken for years. Numerous attempts to 
repair it have given way to despair, apparent- 
ly. It has been wrapped with rags that do 
nothing to stem the flow of water 

As it waits for another repair attempt, it is 
causing unknown damage to the walls, floor 
and other structural elements that will no 
doubt be left to rot if and when the pipe does 
get fixed 

On the third floor, ancient wiring, the kind 
that looks like braided rope, has been replac- 
ed and left hanging. Whoever put up the new 
did not care enough to take down the old 

The new electrical conduit marks the walls 
and ceilings, snaking its way to bare light 
bulbs that must have been installed by so- 
meone under five feet tall 

Steam pipes groan and knock. they are old 
and crusty, but, aesthetics aside, library 
users are pleased they are working 

Also on the third floor, oily rags fill an old 
wastebasket, left there, no doubt, by some 
workman who looked around him at the mess 
they call the Garden City’s main library and 
decided nobody would care if a little spon- 
taneous combustion finally sealed the fate of 
the obviously moribund old building 

Librarians continue to work away, doing 
their jobs as professionally as they can given 
the materials they have to work with. They 
resemble army nurses working frantically in 
some hastily assembled hospital in a war 
zone. The bombs burst around them with

Head of the Library Department Virginia 
Tashjian says city workers who are responsi- 
ble for repairs at the old library have been 
especially responsive and diligent in respon- 
ding to her calls for help. She added that, no 
matter how diligent they were, they could 
never keep up with repairs 

They came four times today for four dif- 
ferent things,"’ she said recently of a typical 
day. ‘They fix something, and no sooner are 
they gone than it breaks again.” 

Pipes leak, Circuit breakers pop for no ap- 
parent reason. The back door will not close. 

It’s just an old building,”’ is all Tashjian can 
say about the place 

Repairs and improvements are something 
of a waste of time, according to Tashjian 

The more you fix, the more there is to fix 
[t's like a sieve,’’ she said. 

Responding to comments by some city of- | 
ficials, who suggest the trustees let the 
library run down in the hopes that its condi- 
tion might force the city to build a new one, 
Tashjian commented, ‘That is absolutely so 
false. On the contrary, if you knew the 
number of things we have fixed, you’d be 
apalled 

She added that the department spent more 
than $110,000 on repairs to the building last 
year. ‘‘We have to live here,”’ she concluded. 

She added her hopes that a new mayoral 
commission, formed to study the options the 
city has for a new library will come up with 
something conclusive. 

She also said she hoped more city residents 
would become aware of the crying need for a 
new library and balance that with their own 
ability to help pay for it. ‘If more people 
came and saw it, they’d know we're not just 
talking,’ she said

His 
realism, his sensitivity and his wit made 
him accessible to everyone he met. His 
vast experience, solving problems of every 
imaginable sort throughout the city, lent 
weight to his words that a badge and 
uniform never could have. 

He is a man who seemed to decide early 
in life what his mission should be — to 
serve and protect. A policeman’s role 
seemed to him to be the best way to 
achieve that mission. It is hard to imagine 
another role that would have allowed him 
to reach so many people and do so much 
lasting good over the course of more than 
four decades 

If it is true that ‘“‘as the twig is bent, so 
grows the tree;”’ andif it is true that the ci- 
ty has produced some young men and 
women with the highest possible promise, 
which it has, then let’s give credit to the 
man who straightened out so many of 
those twigs before the turns they took were 
irreversible. 

A facilitator, a mediator, an extraor- 
dinary showman whose urbane wit and 
warmth have turned dull retirement par- 
ties into gala affairs and dry lectures into 
real lessons for living, Feeley has to pro- 
mise his retirement does not mean he will 
fade from public life.

The Garden City still needs to be 
cultivated by the strong, sensitive hands 
Feeley has developed during his decades 
of public service.

Keverian gaining stature

Speaker George Keverian, D-Everett 

‘Try those words on for size and sound, if only 
for the sake of agrument 

They conjure up the prospect of a resounding 
clash of personalities and philosophies on 
Beacon Hill 

They imply that the present Speaker, Tom 
McGee of Lynn, after 20 years in the House and 
812 in the chair, will be deemed by his colleagues 
to have outlived his usefullness and overstayed 
his welcome on the rostrum 

They suggest that this fall's elections on 
November 6 will have produced a new majority 
of state legislators who are as committed to 
modernizing the place as past legislators have 
been to not rocking the boat. 

The die for this battle for Speaker was cast two 
months ago when McGee informed Keverian, 
supposedly his next command as his handpicked 
Majority Leader, in an offhand and apologetic 
manner that he, McGee, intended to continue as 
Speaker beyond this year. 

Astonished McGee would so cavalierly retract 
his commitment to the contrary, Keverian 
mediated briefly, called three score legislators 
and let it be known he would run for Speaker in 
1985. 

Such, evidently, was the closeness of McGee's 
ear to the ground that it took him a week to learn 
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Tom McGee, left, and George Keverian in an 
earlier meeting this year. 





of Keverian's challenge — and then only from a 
Republican 

Last week, McGee stripped Keverian of his 
leadership suite of offices, having demoted him 
nk-and-file member in prior week: 

Keverian at 52 and of a weight and stature that 
varies with his sense of participation is single, a 
product of Everett public schools, Tufts and Har- 
vard, and a man of rapierlike wit and humor 
which he is using judiciously lately 

Having been Majority Leader since 1978, 
custom would dictate that he suceed McGee into 
the chair.

It is no longer custom that he is relying on. 
He's counting on his rapport with legislators and 
his pitch to make his concept of the Speakership 
the paramount issue in next year’s elections. 
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Keverian is the acknowledged expert in matter 
having to do with court-ordered proportional 
redistricting, campaign finance laws, 
parliamentary niceties and rules changes te ex- 
pedite House operations. 


He is also handicapped by a record obeying 
McGee's often arbitrary positions, whether he 
agreed with them or not. Separating himself 
from the last eight year’s of McGee rule is a 
delicate high wire act. 

The House is Keverian’s life and passion, He 
has dreamed of one day becoming Speaker, of 
what he could accomplish, not for himself but for 
the members as full participants in all the pro- 
cesses, 

He likes to see people take on tough 
assignments and grow. His is not a bitter per- 
sonal attack on McGee or his associates; it is for 
a fresh concept of involvement and unleashing 
the creative diversity of the resources voters 
send to Beacon Hill. 

Keverian is taking forays into the hinterlands 
of the Commonwealth these days to acquint 
opinion-makers with the realities of the 
legislature, to throw light on the philosophy of 
leadership he espouses and to explain what has 
frequently gone on behind the scenes. Rep. 
Charlie Flaherty accompanies, with equally con- 
vincing anecdotes about life on Beacon Hill 

Keverian may have been unceremoniously 
unhorsed as McGee's Majority Leader — but he’s 
gaining stature as leader of the majority. 








Streamline building reuse process 


Surplus buildings backed up

Some sort of jinx must hang over Newton's 
surplus building reuse process, For a variety of 
reasons the city has floundered around trying to 
determine and implement appropriate reuses for 
such long-empty surplus buildings as the former 
West Newton library, the former Warren Junior 
High School and the portion of the Hyde School 
which was declared surplus by the School Com- 
mittee 

Now, one prompt and decisive action by the 
mayor and the alderman on reuse of a surplus 
public building — the decision to sell the former 
Claflin School to the Hospice of the Good 
Shepherd for a hospice facility, 17 rental apart 
ments, and doctors’ offices ~ has been scuttled 
by the state’s Public Health Council 

On Jan, 10 the council voted, 7-1, to deny the 
hospice a license to build the proposed hospice 
facility 

Unless the council's decision can somehow be 
turned around, which seems unlikely, the city 





must now return to “square one"’ on the Claflin 
School reuse. The counc rejection of the 
hospice proposal is unfortunate in that it 
deprives Newton of an innovative facility that 
would have met an important human need which 
does not appear to be met by conventional 
hospital facilities 

One the other hand, if the council is correct in 
its view that the hospice proposal was of ques- 
tionable financial soundness, the council's deci- 

ion may have saved the hospice and the city 
ome financial headaches. 

With projected closings of two more elemen- 
tary schools and possibly another junior high 
school added to Claflin and the other unresolved 
reuse matters, Newton's Board of Alderman 
faces a heavy agenda of the kind of reuse deci- 

ions that have proved so troublesome in recent 





years 

Reuse of surplus public buildings gives the city 
opportunities to raise sorely-needed cash 
through sales proceeds and tax revenues or to 
provide important public benefits such as sub- 
sidized housing or desireable institutional 
facilities such as the proposed hospice. But 





delays in the reuse process have meant that 
surplus buildings have deteriorated and have 
been vandalized, while the city has reaped no 
benefit from the buildings. 

Certainly, the alderman must not rush to judg- 
ment on reuse matters so precipitously that they 
overlook of foreclose reuse options that may be 
most desirable, But time, as always, is money, 
so that a prompt decision is itself a public 
benefit. Protracted delay does not ensure a bet- 
ter ultimate reuse decision; and it may be as 
likely that such delay would lose desirable reuse 
options as that it would open up such options. 

Newton's surplus building reuse process calls 
for consideration of a reuse proposal by three dif- 
ferent committees of the Board of Alderman 
Two years ago the board considered, and re- 
jected, 4 proposal to streamline somewhat that 
process, Now, with so may reuse decisions com- 
ing before the board over the next year, the time 
has come for the board to take another look at 
ways to streamline the reuse process, 

The city can no longer afford to have the alder- 
man fiddle while surplus buildings deteriorate in 
unproductive idleness. 
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Budget shortfall stems from overspending not undertaxing 


The happy and unhappy New Year news is that 
the two-year update of the original Newton 
revaluation will soon be completed. The noticed 
trend of selling prices for residential real estate 
is, reportedly, averaging from 5 to 10% greater 
than assessed values two years ago. 

At the same time Newton's city administration 
appears to be banking on an average 2 1/2% in- 
crease, there is said to be a short-fall of expected 
real estate tax revenues, and other sources, com- 
pared to expected expenses. As two of our 
members point out, (Howard Foster and Sam 
Robbins), the preferable viewpoint of the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association is that the dif- 
ferential (deficit) is caused by over- 
expenditures ~ not a revenue short-fall. 

If you do not want your taxes to go up by an 
average of about §60 per year, tell your mayor 








and aldermen, and your school committee. The 
r in overall property valuations initially 
veans a comparable reduction in the tax rate to 
produce the same amount of tax bill on the 
average. However, under the Proposition 2 1/2 
law, a higher valuation allows the above- 
mentioned tax increase~possibly, if large 
enough, a maximum increase in each of the next 
two years, If you don't want it, visit, phone, 
and/or write your mayor, aldermen, and school 
committee and tell them. The increase contained 
in the revaluation figures may be too great, as it 
appeared to be last time due to the application of 
an excessive real estate appreciation factor dur- 
ing the two-year period between revaluations, 
Even if values do go up, it is permitted but not re- 
quired to raise the lax rate. The dropping of 
lower priority items and further operating effi- 





ciency could accomplish a sufficient reduction of 
expense. 

Among the objectives in the minds of the in- 
itiators and sustainers of the campaign to 
establish the Proposition 2 1/2 tax limit law, was 
the gradua! reduction of the size and expense of 
government. It is in some ways understandable 
that professional politicians and other advocates 
of big expenditures of your money would initially 
resist and then continuously complain about and 
criticize a tax limit. The 2 1/2 tax limit has saved 
Massachusetts taxpayers millions of dollars. It 
is time to tell the politicians to go along with the 
legitimate wishes of the taxpayers to avoid rais- 
ing taxes

superintendent for operations and plan- 
ning) and (Superintendent of Schools) 
Dr. (John) Strand gave so many 
reasons why Hyde should remain open, 
yet recommended that it be one of the 
schools closed."” 

Closing Hyde would provide one of the 
lowest annual savings and eliminating 
one of the lowest number of classrooms 
of any of the five schools, while disrup- 
ting the most students and requiring the 
most busing, he asserted. 

Limiting the number of classrooms 
lost was actually one of Strand’s goals. 

Swope emphasized the drawbacks of 
extensive busing, including rapidly and 
sometimes unpredictably increasing 
transportation costs, the School Com- 
mittee’s earlier goal to rebuild the fire- 
damaged portion of Hyde and the long- 
term significance of annual savings, 
which he said rebuilding Hyde would br- 
ing to the school system. 

Pat O'Reilly, co-president of Hyde's 
extended day program, noted that no 
provisions were made for moving that 
service to another school in the event of 
Hyde's closing. In addition, he said, 
none of the receiving schools would be 
able to handle the demand.

Shame on the state 


It might seem appropriate, in an in 
dustrial society like ours, to cooly dispose 
of worn out machinery when it can no 
longer keep up with our demands. 

It might also seem appropriate, in a 
society that has come a long way toward 
the dehumanized condition Orwell 
depicted in ‘1984, to treat people like 
machines. 

When they get too old and sick to keep up 
with the pace, throw them out. 

These are the messages being sent by 
the state to all those who have already 
worked so hard to bring to reality a 
hospice facility planned for the old Claflin 
School. City officials worked years to bring 
the Hospice of the Good Shepherd, a 
wholeheartedly benign, pioneer project, to 
the City of Newton. 

It was not the financial planning that at 
tracted city officials to the project; nor 
was there any concern over the precise 
wording of state Department of Health 
statutes. They fell for the idea that there is 
a growing need in our society to focus on 
the needs of the terminally ill. 

Members of the state Public Health 
Council, who recently kicked the hospice 
project back to the word ‘‘go’’, apparently 
never saw what local officials saw in the 
project. They looked for problems and 
obstacles, and they found them in a mish 
mash of financial and legal doubletalk. 

We applaud the city officials and state 
representatives who have joined together 
to censure the health council’s lack of 
foresight and courage. We encourage them 
to press their case in the governor’s office. 


Human needs 


There is something about the prospect of 
closing a neighborhood school that tends to 
set people off. It must touch on basic 
human needs to generate the emotion it 
does. 

We all know some schools have to be 
closed. The economic realities of dwindl- 
ing enrollment and the Proposition 2!2 cap 
on tax revenues have dictated that clearly 
and firmly. As a city, we can face up to the 
closings, but as individuals we seem to 
react differently. 

It’s a bit like several years ago, in the 
midst of the oil crisis, when we were all 
anxious about another basic need: 
gasoline. We could understand the larger 
picture that created rationing and long 
lines. But when the man came out with the 
sign that read ‘‘last car,’’ we became sud- 
denly myopic. 

The human needs threatened by school 
closings are basic enough. Neighborhood 
schools lend a sense of community to those 
living around them. Poor old Hyde is the 
best example. It has pulled the Highlands 
together in a cohesive community 
unrivalled throughout the city. 

Parents and children get a valuable 
sense of security from knowing their 
school is ‘‘just down the street.’’ The value 
of such security increases as the complex- 
ities of urban life produce such unimagin- 
ed phenomena as fingerprinting our school 
children, 

We sympathize with those city officials 
who have to hand out the bad news on 
school closings. We also encourage them to 
remember, when they’re hunkered down 
in their bunker and every sound is an in- 
coming round, that they are tinkering with 
some very basic needs,

Bellotti case tough for all

BOSTON — The Legislature's Post 
Audit and Oversight Committee is 
expected this week to decide whether 
to proceed with an investigation of 
Attorney General Francis X. Bellot- 
ti’s handling of corruption charges 
against the state Revenue Depart- 
ment 

If the committee — one of the most 
powerful on Beacon Hill — decides to 
40 ahead with the inquiry, it will have 
cut out for itself an extremely dif- 
ficult task that has only a slim 
chance of providing any definitive 
answers. 

The committee will also open itself 
up to charges of political motivatio n 

the same charges that critics have 
persistently leveled against the at- 
torney general's office for its involve- 
ment in the Revenue Department 
case 








At issue is the handling of an in- 


vestigation of Revenue Department 
operations under former Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King, a controvery that hada 
serious impact on the race between 
King and Goy. Michael S, Dukakis. 





During the height of the investiga- 
tion in July 1982 Deputy Revenue 
Commissioner John Coé a close 
King friend, was found hanged in his 
Andover home, an apparent suicide 
victim 

His widow, in revealing the con- 
tents of Coady's suicide note earlier 
this year, said she believed her hus- 
band killed himself because he could 
not choose between lying or telling 
the truth to a grand jury and thereby 
hurting King

Is Massachusetts still the bastion of liberalism 
as itis so often billed?

The fact is many people believe the proper 
orientation of the nation is no longer between 
Democrat and Republican but between conser 
vative and liberal. 

In the simplest of terms, the liberal believes in 
a strong and activist government bent on helping 
the needy in our society. The conservative 
believes in a strong private sector with a bustling 
economy distributing the benefits of society 

Those of us on the eastern seaboard, home of 
the Eastern Liberal Establishment and its ac- 
companying all-pervasive media centers of in- 
fluence, find it difficult to evaluate the thinking 
of the vast middle-America heartland to the west 
of us, Our views are often distorted by 
parochialism.

“Citizens” hopes to ride Ronald Reagan's 
coattails into a permanent posture in American 
politics, primarily his vision of a thriving private 
enterprise system and a strong national defense 








They are conservative, but not so conservative 
as to position themselves right out of the por 
trait 

Citizens for America is said to be the brain- 
child of Jack Hume, one of Reagan's earliest and 
oftenest senior California backers. He reasoned 
that Reagan needs not only conservative support 
to get re-elected but new conservative blood to 
carry on the momentum when a new term ends. 

By judicious footwork, Citizens supports con- 
servatism as exemplified by Reagan yet is open 
to Democracts. 

The trickle-up strategy is to build a grassroot 
movement in all 435 Congressional districts, 
enlisting folks who will make their conservatism 
felt in open discourses, TV interviews and 
popular forums sufficiently to percolate all the 


way to Washington 

Carrying the torch nationally is Lew Lehrman, 
billion dollar businessman and recent near- 
winner for the governorship of New York, He's 
articulate and available. The new role does no 
harm to his fantasies of possibly one day suc- 
ceeding Ronald Reagan as the titular head of the 
conservative movement 

Former Boston Mayor John Collins is a na- 
tional and Massachusetts co-chairman along 
with George Kariotis and Frank McNamara. 
They are recruiting leaders in congressional 
districts and mobilizing to make their convic- 
tions felt. 

The concept of an ideological movement cut- 
ing across traditional party, racial, social and 
ethnic lines might catch on, By the same token, it 
could get initial headlines and then fizzle 

The wild card in the equation is some indica 
tion whether the political pendulum in America 
has swung to the right~and maybe brought along 
the clock attached to it

Pizza...once considered the 
mainstay of junk food and the cause 


of acne has thankfully been 
elevated to a wholesome food. A 
Princeton University study some 


years back discovered, to the bliss 
of most of the population, that the

to the original dish but most 
Americans cannot conceive of pizza 
without a tangy red sauce, Pizza, as 
we know it, evolved over the cen 
turies after the initial discovery of

Pizza is a fun thing to make and 
can be a godsend if the kids are 
snowed in because they'll enjoy 
making it almost as much as 
devouring the slices, Let the kids 
with supervision, select and slice 
their favorite toppings.

BC students 
mourn loss

NEWTON About 120 fellow 
students and friends of Boston Col- 
loge sophomore Meredith Shine, the 
victim of a fatal weekend car crash 
on Rt, 128 in Lexington, were look- 
ing for some answers last Monday 
afternoon to the questions that in- 
evitably arise when death arrives to 
snuff the life of one so young 

Gathering in the top floor lounge 
of Walsh Hall, the Chestnut Hill dor- 
mitory where the 19-year-old Shine 


lived and studied, teary-eyed 
students, teachers and ad- 
ministrators grappled with their 


loss and the sudden horror of the ac- 
cident that claimed their friend's 
life in an hour-long memorial ser- 
vice that did not pretend to provide 
any answers. 

Shine, a political science major 
from Williamstown, was killed 
Saturday night in a bizzare two-car 
accident that also sent five of her 
BC companions to the hospital, The 
two occupants of the other car were 
killed instantly when their south- 
bound vehicle jumped the median 
guardrail and collided with the auto 
carrying Shine and her college 
friends to a weekend rendezvous 
with Shine’s brother at St. 
Anselem’s College in New Hamp- 
shire 

Monday, the five injured oc- 
cupants of the car, all treated and 
released from area hospitals, at- 
tended the service.

Carpenter, a specialist in electronics 
who worked on several NASA pro- 
jects including the satellites for the 
Titan III, died at his home on Jan. 18 
following a nine-month battle with 
cancer.

He was also 
one of the first blacks in the area to 
be involved with sound motion pic- 
tures and the Institute of Radio 
Engineers 





In 1947 he joined Sylvania as a 
technician, where he was credited 
with saving the life of fellow 
worker, Marshall Kulberg. The two 
men were alone in the building 
when a high voltage accident oc- 
cured, Mr. Carpenter pulled the un- 
conscious man out of the live wires 
and administered artificial respira- 
tion. The National Safety Council 
awarded Mr. Carpenter the 
Presidential Medal for saving the 
life of his co-worker 

In 1950, he left Sylvania to form 
Carpatheon Electronics, a research 
and design laboratory which he 


operated until his death. 

In 1954, Mr. Carpenter went to the 
Mass, Institute of Technology, Lin- 
coln Laboratory to supervise a 
group of technicians working on 
aerospace projects including the 
Millstone Tracking Station, the 
Boston Hill Radar Station, and the 
LES 1 and LES 2 Satellites. 

Finally, in the 1970s, he attained 
his engineer's rating after com- 
pleting work at the Harvard Univer- 
sity Cambridge Electron Ac- 
celerator Group, 





Mr. Carpenter was a past master 
of the John T. Hilton Lodge F & 
A.M. #6, a ham radio operator, and 
a member of the Eastern Mass. 
Chapter of the American Theater 
Organ Socie at Babson College 
(E.M,C.A.T.O,S.), He was active in 
the renovation of the Chapter’s priz- 
ed organ, a Wurlitzer that was 
formerly located in the Loew’s State 
Theater in Boston, He also served 
on the Board of Directors of the 
E.M.C.A.T.O.S.

NEWTON HIGHLANDS When 
the snow and ice melt away, along 
with the birds and flowers come 
scores of treasure hunters in search 
of their bounty 

Treasure hunters are a pas- 
sionate group of hobbyists who 
simply enjoy digging up old objects 
buried in the ground 

Occasionaly, they find valuable 
coins. Their hobby, however, is not 
always a lucrative endeavor. 

You find a lot of junk but you just 
don't want to part with it,” says 
John Trainer, a member of the 
Massachusetts Treasure Hunters 
Association. The ip meets mon 
thly in the Newton Highlands 
Womens’ Club. 

Finding seemingly worthless ar 
tifacts, such as an old paint-chipped 
salt shaker or a rusty doornob, is 
the joy of treasure hunting, club 
members say. Many treasure 
hunters are searching for links to 
the past. A World War I era button 
a 19th century hand tool or even a 
certain bottle or old toy will catch a 
treasure hunter’s fancy 

Armed with sophisticated metal 
detecting equipment, these en 
thusiastic hobbyists head for parks 
and playgrounds in search of anti- 
quities dating back as far as the 
pirate era 

When weather permits, most 
serious treasure hunters head out 
with their metal detectors several 
hours a week. It can become an 
obsession. 

Club member Trainor, a 
Brookline police officer, says he 
recently had cortisone injected into 
his right hand because the hand was 
locking from gripping the detector 
for long periods of time 

“It scared me to death,” 
recalls. ‘‘I use both hands now.”” 

The objects they find can be worth 
anywhere from a few bucks to 
thousands of dollars 

“Gold that’s the top. That's 
what everyone wants,” says Paul 
White, club president. 

Discovering valuable gold pieces 
is rare. Treasure hunters do find 
plenty of coins, usually silver 
pieces, Indian head pennies, buffalo

White says he has found 175,000 
coins during a decade of treasure 
hunting 

One Newton treasure hunter, who 
requested anonymity, claims, 
amongst his bounty of coins, a 1787 
Connecticut copper penny, worth 
$70; a 1787 Massachusetts penny 
worth $30 and a 1900 Barber 25-cent 
piece, worth $20. 

Trainor became hooked on 
treasure hunting two years ago, 
after seeing another hobbyist digg 
ing up old coins in a playground. 

‘I couldn’t believe he was finding 
all those coins,”’ he recalls, adding 
that, ‘‘I'm interested in finding the 
past.”

wife, Pasqualina ‘Pat’ 
Trainer, is also an avid treasure 
hunter says jokingly that if 
they do not dig up another detector, 
a divorce will be in order We 
adore each other, but we always 
fight over the machine all the 
time,” she says. 
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An article about someone salvag- 
ing a sunken Spanish ship sparked 
Carol Higgott’s inte: in treasure 
hunting. The 29-year-old Boston 
florist and club member now goes 
out with her metal detector once or 






twice a “I find a lot of things and 
don’t know what they are,” she 
says, 

Her first treasure hunting trip 


was to Bannerman’s Island, New 
York, where she dug up some old 
Minie balls,’ used as ammunition 
during the Revolutionary and Civil 
Wars. Since then, Higgott has found 
plenty of old coins, including an 1886 
Indian Head penny 


Higgott and the Trainors are 
among a growing breed of treasure 
hunters. Membership figures in 
treasure hunting clubs are growing. 

However, the hobbyists are not 
welcomed in all communities. Bel- 
mont, Wayland and Weston, for ex- 
ample, ban the activity for fear it 
will damage public property 

Some locations are reportedly 
richer in resources than others. 
White says rumors often circulate 
about someone making a ‘great 
find’ at a certain site. Recently, 
hobbyists have heard stories of so- 
meone finding a valuable gold piece

Treasure hunters are understan- 
dably reluctant to reveal the hot 
spots. 

Then everyone goes there,’’ ex- 
plains White. 

Metal detectors cost from $30 to 
$500. Serious hobbyists opt for the 
more expensive equipment 

The machines sound a beeping 
noise when a metal object has been 
detected. With experience and prac- 
tice, operators can learn to 
distinguish the various signals. 

Some people view treasure hun- 
ting as a nuisance and threat to 
public property. Certain com- 
munities have laws banning either 
the use of metal detecting or digg- 
ing in public places. In New York 
City, detecting is prohibited from 
Memorial Day through Labor Day 

One Newton treasure hunter, a 
landscaper by profession, says pro- 
per use of the machine will not 
damage even the best-kept lawns 
Serious treasure hunters use thin 
metal probes to identify the object 
and then remove the item with a 
small hook, a practice that should 
leave the landscape undamaged. 

sight of someone operating 
the long, awkward-looking machine 
invites curious glances and ques- 
tions from passerby 

“People very inquisitive 
They always ask you what you're 
doing,” says Trainor 

Treasure hunters love talking 
about their hobby and discoveries 
The treasure club offers them an op- 
portunity to socialize with fellow 
hobbyists, attend group treasure 
hunts and trade their latest 
discoveries 

Speakers, usually experts on cer- 
tain antiques or coins, address club 
members at each meeting 

For many, treasure hunting is 
simply a great escape from the dai- 
ly grind. 

“It’s something you can do by 
yourself, too. It’s very relaxing,” 



















Says one member.
